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LOS ANGELES, June 11— n, 
The government will rely sub- 
stantiaEy on fingerprints in its 
attempt to prove conspiracy, o* 
theft and espionage charges m 
against Daniel EUsberg and jj. 
Anthony Russo in connection 
with disclosure of the top-se- m 
eret Pentagon Papers. ai 

Revealing some of its evi- tl 
'dence in the case for the first st 
time, the Justice Department fc 
says in a trial memorandum 
filled in federal court here ti 
that it found incriminating e 
fingerprints on a copy of the u 
papers at the Rand Corp. in e 
Santa Monica. 

In addition to EU^erg’s and t 
Russo’s, the government says h 
it found the prints of Lynda p 
Sinay, a former girlfriend of c 
Russo; Vu Van Thai, the for- 
mer South Vietnamese ambas- o 
sador to the. United States; c 
and Ellsberg’s teenage son j 
Robert. i .■ t 

The fingerprints are centrm t 
to the prosecution case, be- 
cause at the time the papers c 
were duplicated by ERsberg in 1 
1969, he was the only one of 1 
those people authorized to i 
have gccess to' them under i 
government, secmdty regula- < 
tlons. 1 . N.' ' 

In the ' indictment, , among i 
other things, EUsberg is 1 
charged with “conveying” the 
documents to persons not enti- ' 
tied to receive them and 
Russo with “receiving” and i 
“retaining” them without au- 
thority. ' 

Mrs.,. Sinay, a Los Angeles 
advertising woman, has told a 
grand jury here that she pro- 
vided EUsberg and Russo -vyith 
a Xerox machine at her office 
for dupUcation of the history 
of American involvement in. 
Southeast Asia. . 

Thai, now a United Nations 
aide in Africa, ,had a falling, 
out with the Saigon govern- 


ment after he retired as am- 
bassador to Washington in the 
mid-1960s and has often been 
described by EUsberg as one 
of his chief sources of infor- 
mation and ideas about Viet- 
namese poUtics. 

The government’s trial 
memorandum also introduces 
another name into the case for 
the first time— Kimberly Ro- 
senberg, who is described as a 
former girlfriend of EUsberg. 

According to the prosecu- 
tion, she too was present whUe 
EUsberg and Russo reprod- 
uced the Pentagon Papers for 
eventual disclosure. 

There is speculation here 
that she, Mrs. Sinay and per- 
haps Thai may be_ called as 
prosecuUon witnesses in the: 
case. • 1 

The prosecution’s trial mem- ^ 
orandum also sets out a series 
of contentions. It says it can ' 
prove during the upconiing 1 
trial of- EUsberg and Russo ;

• The photocopying of the < 
documents was actually done 
by Russo, EUsberg and his 
son; that “Top Secret” mark- 
ings were cut off the copies by 
Mrs. Sinay and EUsberg’s 
daughter Mary, and that Mrs. 
Sinav was paid for the use of 
her Xerox machine; 

The defense admits the 
truth of many of those facts, 
but says that when other fac- 
tors are taken into considera- 
tion, no laws were acutaUy vi- 
I Mated by EUsberg and Russo. 

In another memorandum 
■ fUed with the court, the prose- 
E cution has- asked U.S.. District 
, Court Judge W. Matt Byrne to 
) revoke an earUer order requir- 
ing Ihe govennment to reveal 
' whether any electronic surve- 
^ iUance had been conducted on 
., the defense lawyers in the 
s EUsberg-Russo case of their 
s employees. ' 


The Justice Department has 
already filed a disclaimer, as , 
required by the, judge, assert- , 
ing that there was no wiretap- 
ping on the defendants them- 
selves in connection with tUs 
case. ' 

But the prosecutors say it 
would be unreasonably bur- 
densome to pe required' -to - 
search for any simveiUance of 
the seven defense lawyers and 
their large' staffs, insofar as it 
goes beyond this case. 

Besides; the ; government 
argues in. the memorandum, if 
the prosecutors are person- 
ally “unaware” of any such 
surveiUance— as they claim to 
be — then it would be “irrele- 
vant” and any search for it 
“idle and wasteful,” This re- 
' sistence by the government to- 
Byrne’s Order has prompted 
speculation here that the Jus- 
, tice Department may be aware 
' of surveiUance on two defense 
' lawyers,:. Charles GoodeU and 
Leonard Boudin, but is reluc- 
j tant to reveal it. 

, It has been widely reported 
^ that. GoodeU, while he was a 
* RepubUcan U.S. senator from 
■ New ..'iX!ork, was closely I 
f watched by Army inteUigence ' 
3 agents; ,
